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PREFACE 


Planning  of  any  type  is  for  people,  and  before  any  realistic 
planning  can  be  honestly  conducted,  basic  information  must  be 
available.  In  other  words,  before  the  building  can  be  con- 
structed the  foundation  must  be  laid.  Therefore,  it  is  only 
natural  that  the  first  stage  in  the  development  of  planning 
be  an  inventory  of  the  area  to  be  dealt  with,  whether  it  be 
regional,  county-wide,  or  a  city  like  progressive  Goldsboro. 

In  view  of  the  need  for  basic  information,  there  are  three 
reasons  for  this  report: 

1.  to  furnish  a  compendium  of  information  pertinent 
to  the  City  of  Goldsboro  and  Wayne  County  which  then 
can  be  used  effectively  by  city  officials  and  the 
general  public, 

2.  to  provide  a  statistical  base  for  all  community 
programs  which  are  designed  to  develop  and  improve 
local  living  conditions,  and 

3.  to  serve  as  a  point  of  departure  for  future  fore- 
casts concerning  economic  and  demographic  activity 
in  the  Goldsboro  Planning  Area. 

Consequently,  if  this  publication  reads  like  the  telephone 
book,  it  is  simply  that  figures  must  tell  their  own  story. 
An  attempt  has  been  conscientiously  made  to  limit  all 
economic,  political,  and  social  philosophy;  the  report  is 
designed  only  to  tell  the  information  with  a  minimum  of 
exp lanat ion . 
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CHAPTER  I 

INTRODUCTION 


THE  STUDY  AREA 


The  Study  Area 

The  City  of  Goldsboro,  which  is  located  near  the  center  of 
rectangle-shaped  Wayne  County,  is  the  most  heavily  populated 
community,  containing  nearly  36  per  cent  of  the  County's 
total  1960  population  of  over  82  thousand  people.  The  area 
which  comprizes  Wayne  County  is  located  in  the  central 
coastal  plains  and  is  in  the  midst  of  an  intensive  agricul- 
tural section  of  North  Carolina.   This  area  lies  far  enough 
inland  to  have  very  little  swamp  land  yet  far  enough  seaward 
for  its  topography  to  be  relatively  level. 
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Farming  as  a  way  of  life  is  one  of  the  major  sectors  of  the 
economy  in  this  region  and  the  density  of  farm  population  is 
greater  here  than  in  any  other  section  of  the  United  States 
of  comparable  size.   It  makes  no  difference  whether  the  den- 
sity is  measured  by  per  square  mile  of  farm  land  or  per 
square  mile  of  total  land  area. 


At  the  present  time,  approximately  85  per  cent  of  all  agricul- 
tural production  in  this  area  is  commercial  farming  with  many 
specializing  in  tobacco  and  other  cash  crops  and  products. 
Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base  and  a  rapidly  expanding  indus- 
trial economic  base  provide  the  other  major  sources  of  em- 
ployment and  business  activity  in  and  around  Goldsboro,  all 
contributing  to  the  City's  status  as  a  leading  retail  and 
marketing  center  for  eastern  North  Carolina. 


CHAPTER  II 

POPULATION 


POPULATION  GROWTH  AND  TRENDS 


Population  Growth 

During  the  past  sixty  years  of  this  century,  population  ex- 
pansion occurring  in  the  City  of  Goldsboro  has  fluctuated 
like  any  other  city  of  comparable  size.  Percentage  rates  of 
growth  has  varied  from  a  low  of  3.9  per  cent  from  1900-1910 
to  an  all  time  high  of  85  per  cent  between  1910-1920  and 
the  end  of  World  War  I. 

The  "Great  Depression"  and  the  years  which  followed,  saw 
the  decrease  of  farm  activity  and  a  slight  out-migration 
throughout  agricultural-oriented  Wayne  County.  Consequently, 
the  percentage  rate  of  population  expansion  became  slack  as 
it  did  elsewhere  in  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  lower 
birth  rates,  decreased  in-migra t ion ,  and  a  heavy  out-migra- 
tion to  the  more  glamorous  sections  of  America  such  as 
California. 


But  times  changed.   The  war  years  of  the  1940's  brought 
military  establishments  to  Goldsboro,  adding  new  personnel, 
money,  and  employment  opportunities.  This  decade  also 
brought  an  increase  in  population  as  the  "war  babies"  en- 
tered into  the  society  although  this  increase  still  failed 
to  equal  the  gains  made  in  population  during  the  earlier 
years  of  the  century. 


The  continuing  baby  boom  of 
the  1950's  and  a  newly  en- 
larged Seymour  Johnson  Air 
Base,  combined  with  a  general 
prosperity  brought  about  by 
the  post-war  years  have  given 
even  greater  impetus  needed 
for  population  growth.  Once 
again  the  City  of  Goldsboro 
is  returning  to  the  tremen- 
dous expansion  it  experienced 
during  the  years  following 
World  War  I. 

Since  1920,  population  expansion  in  the  City  of  Goldsboro  has 
increased  by  a  greater  percentage  rate  than  that  of  the  other 
three  levels  of  government:  Wayne  County,  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  or  the  United  States. 

Chart  #1  which  follows,  indicates  comparative  growth  rates 
and  percentage  gains  in  population  during  the  last  six  decen- 
nial censuses  taken  in  Goldsboro,  Wayne  County,  North  Carolina 
and  in  the  United  States.  (Table  #1  provides  numerical  values 
which  coincide  with  Chart  #1.)

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The  City  of  Goldsboro 

Like  other  cities,  Goldsboro  experienced  its  greatest  rate 
of  population  expansion  in  recent  years  during  the  1920's. 
And  like  other  cities,  it  too  was  affected  by  the  depression 
years  which  followed  (  1  930- 1 9 40 ' s  )  and  saw  its  percentage 
growth  fall  to  32.7  per  cent  in  1930  from  a  former  high  of 
85.1  per  cent  ten  years  earlier.   However,  the  past  twenty 
years  have  seen  an  ever  expanding  residential  growth  in  the 
City  and  this  is  due,  perhaps,  to  the  magnetism  of  the  City 
as  a  source  of  convenient  employment  and  living  conditions. 
The  Air  Force  installation  located  near  the  edge  of  the  City 
has  been  also  instrumental  in  contributing  to  the  population 
development  and  for  all  practical  purposes,  will  continue  to 
be.

Only  two  of  the  larger  cities  in  Wayne  County,   Goldsboro 
and  Mt.  Olive,  increased  their  population  during  each  of  the 
last  five  decades.   The  other  five  smaller  towns  which  have 
been  observed  had  periods  of  population  expansion  and  de-     ' 
cline.   This  no  doubt,  resulted  from  that  particular  town 
being  located  away  from  the  stablizing  influence  of  indus- 
trialized Goldsboro  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  City  of 
Mt.  Olive. 

The  population  expansion  which  has  been  occurring  In  Golds- 
boro is  characteristic  of  most  urban  cities  in  rural  areas 
throughout  the  State  of  North  Carolina.   Many  rural  communi- 
ties are  losing  population  because  of  social  and  economic 
pressures  on  their  young  people  to  seek  employment  and 
better  living  conditions  in  the  more  opportune  urban  centers. 
This  trend,  unfortunately,  can  be  expected  to  continue  in 
the  rural  areas  in  the  future  as  farming  diminishes  as  a 
source  of  employment  and  livelihood.

As  in  other  counties  in  North  Carolina,  Wayne  County  is 
divided  into  minor  civil  divisions  known  as  townships.   In 
Wayne  County  there  are  twelve  such  townships  with  varying 
degrees  of  population  expansion.   And,  as  might  be  expected, 
the  townships  containing  the  City  of  Goldsboro  show  evi- 
dence of  the  greater  population  growth.   The  obvious  con- 
clusion is  that  these  townships  have  gained  a  considerable 
number  of   residents  primarily  through  "  in-migrat ion "  at 
the  expense  of  the  others.  Closer  examination  reveals  that 
only  five  of  the  twelve  townships  in  Wayne  County  experienced 
any  population  growth  since  1950.   These  growth  areasare 
located  primarily  around  the  City  of  Goldsboro  (see  tables 
#5  and  6).   This  can  be  contributed  to  the  following  factors: 
natural  increases,  new  job  seekers  including  their  families, 
and  additional  personnel  along  with  their  dependents  at  the 
Seymour  Johnson  Air  Base.

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In  summary  then,  Goldsboro's  population  gains  have  been  estab- 
lishing new  bench  marks  since  the  early  1900's.   This  city 
has  enjoyed  a  greater  percentage  expansion  than  any  of  the 
surrounding  communities  three  and  four  times  Goldsboro's 
present  size. 

An  expansion  of  this  nature  owes  it  to  the  character  and  vi- 
tality of  the  people  who  live  within  it  because  these  people 
develop  its  resources  and  industries.   As  a  result,  Golds- 
boro's influence  as  an  urban  center  within  the  county  has 
matured  from  these  fast-moving  innovations  of  recent  years. 
Expansion  caused  by  reproductive  changes  and  net  " in-migr at  ion1 
has  swelled  Goldsboro's  population  to  a  degree  that  is  not 
only  being  maintained  but  should  continue  to  accelerate  during 
the  years  to  come. 


The  military  situation  ( Seymour- Johnson  Air  Force  Base)  which 
has  existed  in  Goldsboro  since  the  1950's  and  before,  is  a 
major  factor  which  should  be  kept  in  mind  when  evaluating  any 
further  residential  growth.  Should  these  growth  trends  con- 
tinue, and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  will, 
the  City  of  Goldsboro  can  enjoy  a  high  rate  of  expansion  lead- 
ing to  extensive  urbanization. 


POPULATION  CHARACTERISTICS 


Age  and  Sex  Distribution 

Population  pyramids,  illustrating  age  and  sex  distribution, 
are  presented  in  the  following  pages  for  the  City  of  Golds- 
boro  and  Wayne  County  based  on  1950  and  1960  residential 
data.   The  triangular-shape  merely  reflects  increasing 
death  rates  as  people  grow  older  and  as  each  age  category 
constitutes  a  smaller  percentage  of  the  total  population. 

Between  1950  and  1960,  the  number  of  people  under  twenty 
years  of  age  and  those  over  the  age  of  sixty-four  had  In- 
creased substantially  both  in  the  City  of  Goldsboro  and 
in  Wayne  County.  High  birth  rates  and  lower  mortality  rates 
have  Increased  the  number  of  young  people.   Medical  advances 
have  extended  the  life  span  of  older  people  so  that  they 
are  also  enjoying  longer  productive  years.   In  most  cases, 
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females  outnumber  the  males,  the  females   having  a  longer 
life  expectancy  and  a  lower  death  rate  In  each  age  group. 
There  Is  an  Indentation  for  both  sexes  in  the  area  of  the 
20  to  30  year  age  groups.   These  individuals  were  born 
during  the  depression  years  and  the  following  years  until 
after  World  War  II.   During  this  time  the  birth  rates  were 
very  low,  and  subsequently  these  age  groups  occupy  a  smaller 
percentage  of  the  total  population. 


The  population  pyramids  (charts  5  through  8)  do  not  indicate 
numerical  changes  in  the  total  population  but  only  the  pro- 
portional changes  among  sex  and  ages.  Numerical  changes  for 
the  population  of  Goldsboro  and  Wayne  County  are  listed  in 

the  accompanying  tables  7,  8  and  9.

Natural  Increase  &  Migration  Patterns 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  constitute  an  increase  in 
population  known  as  natural  increase.   The  movement  of  people 
into  or  out  of  an  area  is  known  as  "migration"  and  commonly 
it  is  the  difference  between  natural  increase  and  the  former 
population.  It  is  this  difference  which  is  often  responsible 
for  growth  or  loss  of  the  population  (see  table  #10).

Nonwhite  Population  -  Wayne  County  1960 

In  1960,  the  nonwhite  population  of  Wayne  County  amounted 
to   30,198  or  36.8  per  cent  of  the  total  county  population 
of  82,059.   By  comparison,  25.4  per  cent  of  the  total  popula- 
tion in  North  Carolina  during  1960  was  nonwhite  or  approxi- 
mately 1.1  million. 

In  many  communities  throughout  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
the  nonwhite  population  has  been  declining  during  the  last 
ten  to  fifteen  years.   The  City  of  Goldsboro  is  no  exception 
to  this  trend.   For  example,  the  percentage  number  of  non- 
white  residents  living  within  Wayne  County  declined  by  5.4 
per  cent  between  1950  and  1960. 

The  accompanying  table  12  and  chart  10  indicate  the  number 
and  percentage  of  nonwhite  population  living  in  the  several 
counties  surrounding  Wayne.

Miscellaneous  Population  Characteristics 

Median  Age  -  is  a  means  of  measuring  a  community's  age.   It 
is  that  age  which  divides  the  population  into  two  equal 
parts;  one  half  of  the  population  is  younger  than  this  age 
and  the  remaining  half  is  older  than  this  age.   This  type 
of  measurement  provides  a  means  of  comparing  a  community's 
population  age  with  another  similar  geographic  area.  (See 
table  13.)

Education  -   Educational  attainment  is  another  important 
characteristic  of  the  population.   The  level  of  education 
is  directly  related  to  the  earnings  individuals  can  expect 
to  command  and  also  it  is  related  to  the  level  of  performance 
which  employers  can  hope  to  obtain.   Percentage  wise,  more 
residents  in  Goldsboro,  twenty-five  years  old  and  over,  com- 
pleted their  education  than  comparable  age  groups  in  North 
Carolina.  However,  fewer  people  from  the  City  of  Goldsboro 
twenty-five  years  of  age  and  over  completed  college  as  op- 
posed to  the  state-wide  average.   The  accompanying  tables 
#15,  16,  17,  18  and  chart  #11  illustrate  the  above  points 
while  the  following  map  indicates  the  various  wards  in  the 
City  of  Goldsboro.

Forecasting  Population 

The  population  forecasts  presented  in  this  report  are  in- 
tended to  be  used  as  a  framework  or  guide  in  planning  Golds- 
boro's  future  population.   Forecasting  of  any  type  whether 
it  be  the  elections,  weather,  or  the  stock  market,  has  an 
element  of  risk.   Fortunately  for  those  demographers  and 
economists  making  the  projections,  population  over  the 
decades  has  been  increasing  most  of  the  time.   For  that 
reason,  projections  based  on  a  continuation  of  current 
conditions  have  been  more  frequently  optimistic  than  pessi- 
mistic.  And  for  exactly  the  same  reasons,  they  have  been 
more  often  right  than  wrong.   However,  certain  fundamental 
assumptions  must  be  made  before  any  type  of  population  fore- 
casting can  be  attempted  for  the  City  of  Goldsboro  and 
Wayne  County : 


1.  no  large  scale  economic  depression  or 
recession  will  occur,  and 


2.  no  major  change  in  the  economy  of  Golds- 
boro or  Wayne  County  will  transpire.

All  of  the  population  projections  used  in  this  report  for 
Wayne  County  are  based  on  material  presented  in  the  1980 
Population  Projections  for  North  Carolina  Counties,  by  J.  H. 
Perry  and  C.  H.  Hamilton.  The  population  projections  for 
the  City  of  Goldsboro  were  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the 
Special  Projects  Section  based  on  previous  census  data  and 
taking  into  account  current  economic  and  social  conditions 
now  prevalent  in  Goldsboro.

ECONOMY 


THE  ECONOMY  OF  GOLDSBORO 


The  Economy 

The  history  of  Goldsboro  from  its  beginning  in  1847  has  been 
one  of  economic  expansion  and  material  advancement,  interrupted 
only  temporarily  by  wars  and  the  "great  depression"  during  the 
thirties  and  early  forties.   Now  that  the  American  economy  has 
enjoyed  the  greatest  sustained  boom  in  its  history,  the  same 
general  trends  of  the  past  may  be  expected  to  continue  save 
for  the  depressions  and  recessions.   Only  failure  to  pursue 
sound  principles  of  business  enterprise  and  public  policy  can 
dim  the  bright  future  that  lies  ahead  for  America   and  the 
City  of  Goldsboro. 

This  chapter,  summarizing  facts  and  findings  developed  from 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  data  and  other  sources,  illuminates 
Goldsboro's  economic  achievements  of  the  past,  highlights  the 
economic  developments  of  recent  years,  and  indicates  prospects 
for  future  development.   There  is  something  like  working  a 
puzzle  when  attempting  to  compose  an  economic  and  population 
publication  because  half  of  the  job  is  putting  together 
various  statistics  and  related  data  to  find  developments, 
trends,  and  patterns.   Hence,  the  following  pages  of  this 
second  half  presents  these  statistics  and  data  pertinent 
to  the  City  of  Goldsboro  and  Wayne  County. 
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EMPLOYMENT 


Labor  Force 

Today  the  City  of  Goldsboro,  like  that  of  the  nation,  is 
experiencing  a  rapidly  expanding  economy  in  business,  in- 
dustry, and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  agriculture.  Basically, 
this  welcome  expansion  is  occurring  at  all  governmental 
levels  (see  table  #23),  city,  county,  state,  and  nation, 
creating  profound  changes  in  the  composition  of  the 
existing  labor  force.   For  example,  according  to  the  1960 
general  census,  58  out  of  every  100  employable  residents 
living  in  and  around  the  City  of  Goldsboro  are  in  the 
labor  force  as  opposed  to  approximately  55  out  of  every 
100  during  1950. 


Compared  to  the  state-wide  pattern  of  workers  employed, 
the  City  of  Goldsboro  has  a  much  larger  percentage  of  their 
workers  14  years  old  and  over  employed  (51  per  cent  vs  58.1 
per  cent)  and  a  slightly  larger  percentage  of  workers  employed 
than  the  nation  with  58.0  per  cent.

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The  following  table  #24,  shows  the  percentage  distribution 
of  employment  in  the  City  of  Goldsboro  by  major  industrial 
groups.   And  as  anticipated,  the  City's  economy  has  nearly 
30  per  cent  of  its  total  employment  in  commerce  and  re- 
tailing.  The  obvious  reasons  for  the  unusually  high  amount 
of  commerce  related  employment  is  the  nature  of  the  civilian 
industrial,  and  agricultural  markets;  the  established  reputa- 
tion of  the  City  as  a  retail  center  within  the  County;  and 
the  heavy  influence  of  military  sales.

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Future  Industrial  Employment 

Predicting  the  course  of  future  industrial  employment  in 

the  City  of  Goldsboro  for  1970  and  1980  should  be  approached 

with  caution,  because  like  other  projections,  discretion 

must  be  exercised.   While  many  factors  govern  the  destiny 

of  an  individual  city,  the  general  level  of  economic  activity 

in  the  local  economy  is  one  that  can  be  duplicated  in  the 

national  economy.   Thus  in  the  case  of  Goldsboro,  employment 

trends  existing  in  the  national  economy  are  applied  to  the 

City  economy  taking  into  consideration   the  local  conditions, 

trends,  and  characteristics  of  Goldsboro. 


The  data  used  to  establish  a  base  for  the  employment  projections 
of  Goldsboro  are  taken  from  the  1950  and  1960  national  census 
and  are  equally  applicable  to  wages  and  retail  trade.   The 
use  of  data  taken  from  the  1940  and  earlier  censuses  do  not 
have  realistic  value  for  making  comparisons  or  in  trying  tc 
establish  trends.    In  other  words,  data  from  1940  and  before 
do  not  have  anything  in  common  with  the  present  day  U.  S.  or 
Goldsboro  economy.   Basically,  the  main  reason  for  this  line 
of  thinking  stems  from  the  less  than  satisfactory  economic 
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condition  of  the  nation  when  the  1940  general  census  was  con- 
ducted.  For  example,  the  United  States,  and  the  rest  of  the 
free  world  for  that  matter,  was  just  recovering  from  the  "great 
depression"  of  the  thirties  and  early  forties.   World  War 
II  had  not  yet  involved  the  United  States  and  as  a  result, 
employment  and  wages  were  still  far  from  normal  because 
of  the  less  than  full  production  and  utilization  of  men 
and  materials.   As  a  result,  the  American  economy  did  not 
take  on  its  present  day  characteristics  until  after  1946 
or  the  early  1950  '  s  . 

Industrial  Groups 

As  in  a  majority  of  cities  in  North  Carolina,  employment 
trends  of  industry  in  Goldsboro  reflect  comparable  patterns; 
the  basic  difference  is  in  the  growth  of  the  professions  and 
the  service-type  industries. 

Industrial  expansion  is  projected  for  manufacturing,  con- 
struction, services,  transportation,  and  the  professions, 
while  only  employment  in  the  farm  sector  is  expected  to  de- 
cline.  Employment  in  each  of  the  other  major  sectors  and 
groups  is  expected  to  increase  during  the  next  decade  al- 
though at  varying  rates  of  growth.   Needless  to  say,  some 
industrial  groups  will  decline  because  fortune  is  bound  to 
contravene  at  times,  no  matter  how  positive  and  encouraging 
the  present  indicators  seem  to  be. 


Aside  from  normal  business  growth,  the  principal  reason  for 
the  projected  increased  business  activity  is  the  Seymour 
Johnson  Air  Force  Base  located  near  Goldsboro.   Without  a 
doubt,  an  appreciable  number  of  the  city's  professional  and 
service  type  industries  take  advantage  of  this  important 
source  of  income.   There  is  always  a  possibility  that 
Seymour  Johnson  will  expand  its  operations  and  personnel 
which  seems  to  Justify  the  future  projections  made  for  all 
non-agricultural  employment.  (See  tables  27,  28,  29  and  30.)

Occupation  Changes  in  Goldsboro  1950  -  1960 

Between  the  two  general  censuses  of  1950  and  1960,  the  number 
of  people  employed  in  various  occupations  in  Goldsboro  in- 
creased by  nearly  20  per  cent.   Spearheading  this  rapid  ex- 
pansion were  new  developments  in  technology,  consumer  habits, 
marketing,  and  the  appearance  of  a  host  of  new  products 
creating  new  employment  opportunities.   However,  there  are 
occupations  in  which  employment  has  declined.   Among  the 
occupations  which  can  be  generally  expected  to  decrease  and 
perhaps  follow  a  continuation  of  long-term  descent  is  farming, 
On  the  other  hand,  related  farming  activities  such  as  farm 
hands  have  shown  employment  gains  due  to  the  increased  pro- 
duction of  many  of  the  existing  farms  that  have  merged  to- 
gether.

The  fastest  rate  of  growth  has  been  occurring  in  the  profes- 
sions, domestic  workers,  and  the  services,  averaging  approxi- 
mately a  50  per  cent  gain  since  1950.   Unlike  the  state  or 
the  national  pattern,  service  related  occupations  in  Golds- 
boro  have  been  increasing  faster  than  the  average.  Triggering 
this  occupational  transformation  is  Goldsboro's  over-all 
population  expansion  and  the  added  impetus  of  the  large 
Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base  located  near  the  City. 
Aside  from  the  common  laborers  and  the  workers  in  the  farm 
occupations,  all  other  employment  groups  are  expected  to 
grow  in  quantity.   Growth  in  the  number  of  craftsmen,  cleri- 
cal, and  farm  hands  appear  to  be  increasing,  however,  at  a 
slower  rate  and  averaging  approximately  15  per  cent  since 
1950.   The  increasing  utilization  of  scientists  and  engineers 
in  industry,  government,  and  education  requires  no  elaboration 
here.   The  expansion  will  be  accompanied  by  a  demand  for  more 
technicians  as  the  shift  is  made  from  manual  jobs  to  those 
requiring  knowledge  gained  through  education  and  a  greater 
command  of  professional  skills. 


The  point  to  be  emphasized  in  this  section  is  the  tremendous 
transition   which  has  taken  place  during  the  last  decade 
from  1950  to  1960  in  »-.he  City  of  Goldsboro.  (See  table  32.) 
More  often  than  not,  an  occupational  change  in  Goldsboro's 
work  force  is  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception.   While 
the  growth  of  employment  in  Goldsboro  is  projected  at  the 
rate  of  20  per  cent  per  decade,  certain  sectors  of  the 
economy  will  have  a  greater  or  lesser  growth  rate  than  the 
average.   The  demand  for  personal  and  professional  services 
in  this  area  can  be  expected  to  increase.   This  is  because 
of  increasing  incomes  and  the  national  tendency  for  services 
to  account   for  a  larger  share  of  total  expenditures.   The 
close  proximity  of  Goldsboro  to  Raleigh  inhibits  the  growth 
of  employment  in  finance,  insurance,  distribution  and  State 
and  Federal  Government  to  any  degree  beyond  the  City's  or 
the  County's  own  local  needs.   However,  the  outlook  for  in- 
creased employment  in  Goldsboro  during  the  next  decades  looks 
highly  favorable.

Out  of  approximately  12  thousand  craftsmen,  technicians, 
common  laborers,  and  specialists  in  Goldsboro's  labor  force 
during  1960,  almost  40  per  cent  were  females  employed  in  a 
non-agricultural  activity.   This  trend  appears  to  be  ex- 
panding; for  example,  during  1950  females  comprized  only 
34  per  cent  of  the  total  labor  force.   An  expansion. of  fe- 
males in  the  labor  force  indicates  society's  more  liberal 
acceptance  often  out  of  necessity  of  the  working  wife.

According  to  the   classification  set  up  by  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
menc  o £  of  Labor,  an  unemployment  rate  of  1.5  per  cent  or 
less  of  the  civilian  labor  force  is  regarded  as  "  f r ic t ional " ; 
this  category  includes  persons  who  are  not  employable,  are 
seeking  jobs  or  are  between  jobs.   An  unemployment  rate  up 
to  4.0  per  cent  includes  some  hard-core  unemployment.   A 
rate  of  between  4.0  and  6.0  per  cent  indicates  a  condition 
of  labor  surplus,  and  a  rate  of  more  than  6.0  per  cent 
shows  "structural"  unemployment.   On  the  average,  Wayne 
County  has  had  a  condition  of  near  structural  unemployment 
throughout  the  last  nine  years.   Structural  unemployment 
exists  when  there  is  insufficient  demand  for  goods  with  a 
shortage  of  jobs  to  accommodate  all  the  people  looking  for 
work.   Such  unemployment  arises  because  of  difficulties  of 
matching  jobs  and  workers,  and  this  then  is  called  structural 
unemp lo  yment . 

Structural  unemployment  can  arise  in  three  different  ways. 
First,  it  can  be  caused  by  market  imperfects  which  prevent 
the  movement  of  workers  from  job  to  job.  Secondly,  structural 
unemployment  can  arise  from  changes  in  the  economic  make— up 
of  the  area.   For  example,  a  community  formerly  employing  a 
large  farming  work  force  may  shift  to  manufacturing  or  service 
type  industries.   Third,  structural  unemployment,  can  arise 
from  changes  in  the  composition  of  the  labor  force  leading 
to  the  high  unemployment  rate. 
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PERSONAL  INCOME 


Income 

Like  a  great  wave  falling  across  the  U.  S.  people  throughout 
this  country  are  enjoying  ever  increasing  personal  incomes. 
The  residents  of  Goldsboro  are  no  exception  to  this  welcome 
trend.   Positive  gains  in  real  income  reflect  the  growing 
opportunities  found  in  employment  and  the  high  output  of 
goods  the  American  economy  produces.   For  example,  per  capi- 
ta income  for  the  residents  in  Wayne  County  has  increased 
by  nearly  58  per  cent  since  1950.   This  is  a  greater  per- 
centage increase  than  experienced  either  by  North  Carolina 
or  the  United  States  during  the  same  period  of  time.  (See 
table  38.)

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Per  capita  income  in  the  study  area  has  grown  substantially 
over  the  past  two  decades,  both  in  real  dollars  as  just  noted 
and  also  relative  to  the  State  and  national  averages.  Thus, 
over  the  long  pull,  Wayne  County  has  gained  percentage  points 
on  the  national  income  average  while  the  country  has  been  ex- 
periencing its  greatest  rate  of  income  growth  in  modern  history 
This  factor  has  particular  importance  for  the  City  of  Goldsboro 
because  it  is  the  central  city  serving  Wayne  County  and  it  has 
probably  enjoyed  the  increased  income  more  than  any  other 
section  of  the  county.   These  residents  can  be  proud   of  this 
gain  in  personal  income  which  amounts  to  about  ten  points 
over  the  national  average. 

Income  Distribution 


Without  a  doubt,  greater  personal  income  today  is  being  dis- 
tributed to  more  people  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of   the 
United  States.  Among  those  benefiting  most  from  the  general 
expansion  of  earnings  are  the  low  wage,  low  income  groups,  in- 
dicating that  these  individuals  are  making  proportionately 
greater  gains  than  all  others.  (See  tables  numbering  39,  40, 
41,  42,  43,  and  44.)   For  example,  72  per  cent  of  the  resi- 
dents in  the  City  of  Goldsboro  during  1949  were  earning  less 
than  $4,000  per  year.   By  1960,  this  number  had  decreased  to 
58  per  cent,  indicating  a  general  wage  improvement  in  the 
overall  economy  by  some  14  per  cent. 


Wayne  County  probably  obtained  the  largest  percentage  change 
in  the  improvement  of  family  income  during  the  same  years. 
For  example,  in  1949,  82  per  cent  of  all  families  living  in 
this  County  were  earning  less  than  $4,000  per  year  (see 
table  39).   On  the  other  hand,  those  earning  less  than 
$4,000  per  year  in  1960  had  decreased  to  only  64  per  cent 
of  the  population,  indicating  an  improvement  in  family  in- 
come of  nearly  twenty  per  cent.  (See  table  40.)

Income  Distribution  by  Sex  -  Wayne  County 

As  might  be  expected,  income  distribution  between  the  sexes 
in  Wayne  County  shows  considerable  disparity.   It  takes  on 
additional  meaning  for  example,  when  33  per  cent  of  the  total 
employed  labor  force  is  composed  of  females.   The  following 
table  (table  45)  reveals  that  nearly  89  per  cent  of  all  fe- 
males employed  within  Wayne  County  during  1960,  earned  less 
than  $3,000  per  year  as  opposed  to  only  66  per  cent  for  the 
males.   Interesting  also  is  the  fact  that  00.4  per  cent  of 
the  females  earned  $10,000  and  over  while  2.4  per  cent  of 
the  males  in  Wayne  County  achieved  this  amount  of  income.

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Wages  and  Salaries 

No  better  method  of  determining  the  economic  health  of  a  com- 
munity  has  been  found  than  by  studying  the  amount  of  wages 
and  salaries  being  paid  to  employees  for  their  labor.   It 
is  the  most  comprehensive  measurement  of  economic  activity 
that  can  be  prepared  on  a  geographic  basis,  and  it  provides 
an  excellent  yardstick  for  charting  an  area's  growth  in 
monetary  terms. 

The  primary  aim  was  to  obtain  data  concerning  the  wage 
structure  in  the  study  area,  most  notably  for  the  City  of 
Goldsboro.   Within  North  Carolina,  however,  the  county  is 
the  primary  unit  for  which  statistical  data  is  generally 
collected  and  unfortunately  data  for  the  city  is  often  times 
unavailable.   Because  of  this  procedure,  wage  and  salary 
data  for  the  City  of  Goldsboro  has  not  been  prepared.  Tables 
46  and  47  which  follow  show  a  comparative  picture  of  wages 
paid  in  similar  industries  in  the  surrounding  counties  and 
also  wages  paid  within  North  Carolina  and  the  nation.

Retail  Trade 

The  final  test  of  production  is  consumption,  and  no  better 
measure  of  consumption  can  be  found  than  retail  sales.  In 
view  of  this,  all  economic  activity  comes  into  focus,  be- 
cause it  provides  a  good  measure  of  the  strength  and  the 
weakness  of  the  economic  system  currently  operating  in  a 
commun  i ty . 

One  word  of  explanation  is  in  order  before  proceeding  to 
the  analysis  of  Goldsboro's  retail  sales.  Data  used  in  this 
report  are  based  on  those  figures  compiled  by  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  the  Census,  1963  Census  of  Business  publi- 
cations.  Consequently,  "retail  sales"  used  by  the  Census 
Bureau  will  differ  from  those  compiled  by  the  North  Carolina 
Tax  Revenue  Office.  The  figures  developed  from  the  North 
Carolina  sales  tax  records  define  retail  sales  as  those  which 
are  subject  to  the  North  Carolina  sales  tax  regardless  of  the 
nature  of  the  store  or  the  establishment.   On  the  other  hand, 
the  bureau  of  the  census  compilations  are  more  selective  and 
possibly  more  accurate. 

The  generous  margin  of  retail  sales  to  personal  income  in 
the  City  of  Goldsboro  (see  tables  48,  49,  50,  and  51)   is 
related  to  two  major  conditions:  one  is  that  Goldsboro  is 
the  major  retailing  center  for  Wayne  County  and  the  surround- 
ing area;  second,  the  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base,  located 
near  the  city,  contributes  millions  of  dollars  to  the  economy 
of  this  community   annually,  thereby  giving  impetus  to  the 
large  percentage  of  retail  sales.

The  staff  of  the  Special  Projects  Section  has  developed  a 
formula  which  indicates  the  expected  retail  sales  from  a 
given  amount  of  personal  income  that  is  generated  in  a  com- 
munity. In  other  words,  a  certain  percentage  of  a  family's 
income  will  be  spent  on  sales  of  a  retail  nature.  Basically, 
this  percentage  amounts  to  approximately  61  per  cent  of  the 
total  personal  income.   For  example,  the  total  personal  in- 
come for  the  City  of  Goldsboro  in  1963  amounted  to  $45,526,000 
applying  the  61  per  cent  formula,  and  the  expected  dollar 
amount  of  retail  sales  should   have  amounted  to  $27,639,000 
for  the  year  1963.   However,  during  1963,  the  actual  retail 
sales  in  Goldsboro  amounted  to  $57,968,000,  an  amount  which 
is  a  numerical  increase  of  $30,329,000  over  the  sum  expected 
or  a  percentage  increase  of  nearly  110. 

As  noted  earlier,  the  City  of  Goldsboro  is  the  urban  center 
for  the  entire  county  and  the  surrounding  area.   The  mili- 
tary personnel  associated  with  Seymour  Johnson  gives  added 
impetus  to  the  already  high  volume  of  retail  sales  in  Golds- 
boro with  their  annual  contribution  of  $17.5  million  dollars. 
Thus  the  City  of  Goldsboro  is  one  of  the  few  cities  in  North 
Carolina  which  enjoys  such  retail  abundance  over  its  personal 
in  come .

Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base 

The  value  of  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Base   to  Goldsboro's  econo- 
my has  long  been  recognized  as  a  major  factor  in  the  City's 
expanding  economy.  To  what  extent,  however,  was  not  readily 
available  until  it  was  provided  by  Major  Thomas  C.  Swo 1 , 
comptroller  at  the  Seymour  Johnson  Base.   All  of  this  data 
is  self-explanatory  and  provides  considerable  Insight  into 
the  base's  military  population  and  payroll.   For  example, 
the  estimated  amount  of  military  pay  spent  in  Goldsboro  is 
$17,515,469  yearly.   Needless  to  say,  this  amount  is  of 
considerable  economic  benefit  to  the  City  and  the  surround- 
ing area.   The  total  number  of  dependents  living  aboard  the 
base  or  in  the  City  of  Goldsboro  amounted  to  10,721  as  of 
May,  1966,  and  it  was  learned  that  Seymour  Johnson  provides 
civilian  employment  opportunities  for  784  men  and  women 
who  also  live  in  the  surrounding  metropolitan  area  of  the 
City.
